In the conventional packing methods for a flower pot, 
the packing pad. are usually made of aluminium fail, b<MBD e 
basket or plastic sheet for decoration purpose; however, .uch 

conventional Packing material, are either taking more time 
(-uch .. u . ing aluBiiuB fail) or coatly (>uch ^ ^ 

Plastic or bamboo material) aside fro- not providing bett r 
decorative nature; therefore, the consumer, .re not quit 
like them. 

Thi. invention relate, to a foldable decorative p. d 
for a flower pot> and compri... . pot pad and a ribbon. The 
Pot pad i. a plane .heet, being folded into . plurality of 
flower petal, fro. the center portion thereof; the center of 
the pot pad i. folded into a polygon, and the upper portion 
thereof i, folded into radial petals. A ribbon (such a. a ' 
•ilk ribbon) is to pa., through hole, on the pot pad. and t 
fm.t.n the pot pad into pot .hap. for mounting under and 
around a flower pot. 

A prime feature of the present invention is to provide 
a foldable flower pot pad, which cam quickly be a..e.bled 
into . pot pad for a flower pot; when the pot pad i. not in 
u« . it can be re.tored t a plane she t f rm f r st rage 



convenience. 

Another feature of the present invention i, to provid 
• »i»ple and beautiful foldable flower pot pad, which can b 
as.e.bled into a vertical pot pad. being si.ilar to a flower 
having a plurality of petals. The hole, on the pot pad .ay 
be arranged into a spiral shape for novel decorative purpo .e. 
An e.bodi«ent of this invention is described by way f 
example with reference to the drawings, in -which:

FIG. 2 i. . perspective view of the present 
invention. 

FIG. 3 i. another perspective view of the present 
invention upon being mounted around a flower pot.

Referring to FIG.l, the present invention co.pri.es 
* Pot pad 10 and a ribbon 20 (..d. of .ilk or the like). The 
Pot pad 10 i. d..ig».d a. a plurality of irregular flower 
Potal.; the center portion of the pot pad i. for..d into a 
Polygon (.uch a. . pentagon, hexagon, heptagon. or 
octagon....) with a plurality of botto. folding line. 101; 
the wall folding line. 102 are arranged in a radial for.; the 
top portion. 103 of the pot pad are' arranged like . flower 
petal.. Each of top portion. 103 .ay have different h ight, 
or .ay b de.igned int diff r nt shape, t pr vide a natural 



•nd beautiful visual pleasure. The vail portion of the pot 
P«d is provides with a plurality of hole. 104 so as to let a 
ribbon 20 to pas. through, and then both end. 201 and 202 of 
the ribbon 20 are tied into a knot to fa.ten around a pot pad 
5 tightly (a. shown in FI0.2). An .....bled pot pad 10 lo k. 

like a flow.r pot .o a. to facilitate a flower pot to put 
therein a. shown in FIG . 3 . The pot p4d ^ £- ^ f 

and around a flower pot 30 a. a decorative member. The hoi . 
104 on the wall portion of the pot pad 10 may be varied in 
10 .h.pe or arr.ng.rn.nt to l.ck like . .p lr .i curve vUwed fp B 
th. front or .id. th.r.of (a. .hown in Pio.4) for diff.r.nt 
beautiful vi.u.l pleasure. Since th. ribbon 20 c.n fa.t.n the 
Pot pad quickly, it i. helpful to th. peeking of the pot pad; 
therefore, th. pr...nt invention i. deemed . pr.ctic.l and 
15 economic di.clo.ure. 
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Claim 

1. A foldable decorative pad for a flower pot 
comprising: 

• pot pad being substantial^ a thin sheet, and 
the center portion of said pot pad having a plurality of 
aiding line, in a radial form, and said pot pad having a 
Plurality of holes; 

• ribbon being substantially a long lace; and 
•aid ribbon being inserted and passing through 
•aid hole, so a. to fasten said pot pad into a pot shape t 
mount under and around a flower pot. 
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
